too dangerous to the attackers in its 
original form.

attack. 


Diplomatic reports from Berlin in- 


dicated that Hitler might make an 
offer to Britain in a speech before 
the reichstag within the next few 
days. 


Count Galeazzo Ciano is planning 


tentatively to go to Berlin before 
Hitler speaks to confer with the 
Germans on terms as Premier Mus- 
solini's representative, diplomatic 
sources said.

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i Why France Fell 


The Capital Times has convinced it- 


self that the spiritless French resistance 
to the Nazi attack was due to the exis- 
tence in France of "the real Fascists . . . 
among men high in the ranks of busi- 
ness, industry and finance." 


To sustain this notion,—which is nec- 


essary in order to uphold much of which 
the Times advocates,—a recent article 
by Heinz Pol in the Nation is confidently 
cited while the flood of disinterested 
opinion from a thousand sources in France 
is ignored. But even the Pol article in 
the radical Nation fails to uphold the in- 
terpretation the Times puts upon it. 


Four causes "all internal," Pol says, 


brought 
French collapse 
as 
follows, 


'Treachery and sabotage, deep-rooted pac- 
ifism, ignorance regarding the Nazi men- 
tality and a complete lack of organization 
ability." How anyone can see in this 
disastrous indictment anything but a very 
general decadence of democracy and lapse 
into indolence 
is 
beyond our under- 


standing. 


True, Pol traces the treachery to some 


leading military and industrial leaders but 
even that uncovers the rotten spots in 


" French democracy. 
And how did the 


French people become addicted to pacif- 
ism and dull their senses to the Nazi 
menace except, as Pol shows, through a 
powerful Fifth Column of Reds with their 
arms around the necks of numerous fellow 
travelers, and all of them abandoning 
Moscow propaganda for the time being 
just to concentrate "in anti-war propagan- 
da," which sapped France of its unity and 
purpose while Berlin must have stuffed 
its mouth to smother its laughter. 


France had no Dies 'committee to save 


It from the unfit who ruled it and who 
'•were content with Red cheers as their 
country disintegrated. 


Pol gives his personal 
experiences 


which were limited almost to a burg called 
Vierzon where he appears to have been 
stationed for three months. He is sure, 
evil influences in the French high com- 
. mand sought to disrupt British-French 


friendship and stay French preparation. 
But most of the reasons he cites are boy- 
ish. English soldiers complained of the 
food the French command issued. Did 
anyone ever know a soldier who didn't 
kick about food?

Branches of the service in Eu- 
ropean armies are so numerous, uniforms 
so varied and insignia so complicated that 
soldiers cannot promptly recognize officers 
in other armies and sometimes fail to rec- 
ognize their own. 


But when Pol says the French collapse 


was greatly speeded by the lack of or- 
ganization throughout the nation has he 
not declared in another way that France 
had been so long ruled by the unfit, the 
spputers, shouters and cacklers, that it 
failed ignobly to even make the effort of 
which it was capable had not Blum and 
his New Deal broken its heart with false 
promises, confusion, distrust and resent- 
ment? 


But if it were made to appear that the 


conservatives in France, hundreds of thou- 
sands of them, wished German victory 
more than the workers and peasants re- i 
fused to fight completely for French suc- 
cess still must it appear that democracy 
actually failed in France and struck itself 
down. For any government that can ov- 
ercome the natural hostility of the French- 
man toward the German, nurtured by cen- 
turies of strife and instruction, and make 
the French business 
and 
professional 


classes surrender their liberties and bow 
their necks to Hitler's heo! must have been 
even more foul than we have been brought 
to believe by the details of many reports. 


The Capital Times claims that these 


French 
"industrialists 
and 
financiers 


feared the French people more than they 
hated and feared Hitler and his Nazis."" 
One may be sure, irrespective of the 
Times' intention in writing that sentence, 
that nothing more damning of the French! 
government can be carved from words. 


For a government that so departs-from 


honesty and justice, from efficiency and de- 
cency, from honor and integrity, to make 
battalions of traitors out of its educated 
and intelligent classes and make them 


actually turn to Hitler as a savior, must 
have been more vile and depraved than 
anyone else has claimed to date.

By 
the year 1942 England expects to take 
the offensive with an army on the con- 
tinent. But however splendidly England 
prepares how could she expect to launch 
such a campaign without the manpower 
from America? 


And Churchill talks to America. He 


seeks American approval, American sup- 
port. He knows he must erase "short of 
war" 
from 
America's announced pro- 


gram. 
And he intends to do so. 
He 


is a great organizer, a restless, high- 
ly intelligent, terrific force, pushing aside 
obstacles everywhere while he encour- 
ages assistance of every kind wherever it 
may be found. 


However the figure of John Bull came 


to symbolize the British character it must

As the world views the tremendous ac-

But Jim Farley and the conservatives 
wanted either Cordell Hull or Senator Jimmy 
Byrnes. 


Roosevelt did not oppose Hull or Byrnes. Also, 


significantly, he made no attempt to lay down 
the law on whom he wanted. As put up to the 
leaders, the choice boiled down to these basic al- 


"After Me at Least a Tempest" 


It certainly wasn't kosher for Presi- 


dent Cardenas of Mexico to withhold 
the terrible plight of the Mexican railway 
system from the people until the election 
parades were over. 


For it was Cardenas who expropriated 


the Mexican railroads in 1938 and turned 
them over to the workers for operation 
with the significant message that now 
they would be operated efficiently and 
something else to the effect that the mon- 
ey changers in the temple would receive 
nothing from them. 


But one of the serious propositions 


put upon the desk of the new president of 
Mexico will be the collapse of this rail- 
road system in a country which, because 
of its poor highway system, turns most of 
its transportation to the railroads. 


The 50,000 employes whose wild lead- 


ers ran the railroads worse than they were 
ever run before, and that is saying a 
good deal for Mexico, are now advised 
they must suffer a cut in wages of ap- 
proximately 40 pesos each per month, 
which is a cut to quick-flesh. 


To date all the employes in Mexico of 


the expropriated oil wells and the ex- 
propriated railroads have had or must 
face very substantial cuts in pay over 
what they were receiving under the cap- 
italistic system prevailing theretofore and 
which was described by Cardenas, and be- 
lieved by his dupes, as oppressive, galling 
and baleful. 


Cardenas got the advantage he sought. 


And now the people must pay, as usual. 
But it is hardly fair to make the people in 
Mexico pay. They were so dull and slow- 
witted they never understood what was 
happening anyway.

RELUCTANT CANDIDATES 


Two of the possibilities definitely do not want 


the nomination—Hull and Douglas. It will take 
a personal plea from Roosevelt to persuade 
them to run, and he'll have to do some tall talk- 
ing. Both have stated categorically they want 
to be left alone. 


Hull even has gone to the length of sending a 


personal emissary to Chicago to give emphasis 
to his disclaimers. The secret emissary is Al- 
bert Gore, young congressman from Carthage, 
Term., who holds the seat Hull filled for many 
years in the house. Gore is not a delegate and 
did not intend to go to the convention until 
Hull asked him to do so last Wednesday. 


He summoned Gore to the state department, 


told him that he did not want the vice presi- 
dency and was determined to retire to private 
life after he stepped out of the cabinet. He also 
gave Gore certain personal reasons, which the 
young congressman told his wife were so pri- 
vate he could not even repeat them to her. 


"I have only one desire, Albert," Hull de- 


clared with deep feeling, as he paced back and 
forth, "and that is to spend the rest of my life 
as a private citizen promoting peace among the 
peoples of the world. I don't want to stay in 
politics any longer. I don't want to run for any- 
thing, not even for president I want to work as 
a private citizen for peace and goodwill among 
men. Humanity needs that so desperately."

These agencies have operated at 


a cost of $675.953, which is less than 
8 per cent. I'm not up on my pro- 
motion, but that seems fair enough. 
The 285 agencies still in existence 
had, at last report, a little more than 
$2,000,000 on hand for further relief 
but practically all still are active 
and soliciting funds to meet the in- 
creasing relief demands. 


In the last few months the activ-

It's 
doubly bad in Washington because 
the nation's so-called "model gov- 
ernment" has no law to put a damp- 
er on charity rackets. 
Promoters

PSYCHOLOGY OF 
PROPHYLAXIS 


Because it is diflcult to define 


or give a precise name to the in- 
cipient or earliest stage ol most 
of the serioui chronic diseases, 
which terminate the careers of a ma- 
jority of adults, the general laity 
and the rank and file of the medi- 
cal profession are just plain dumb 
about dealing with such disease. 


Chronic illness is illness of slow 


development and long duration. 
Acute illness is illness of sudden on- 
set or rapid development, with a 
short course, perhaps m crisis and a 
quick end one way or the other. 


In the first place the Individual 


developing a chronic disease al- 
most invariably accepts advice 
from friend or stranger irrespec- 
tive of the friend's qualifications 
to give advice or the stranger's 
motives for offering it. and mon- 
keys with some kind of self-treat- 
ment for a considerable time before 
it even occurs to him or her to 
squander money on a' medical ex- 
amination. Does the gullible vic- 
tim 
choose to call his ailment 


"cold," "indigestion," "nervous ex- 
haustion," "autointoxication," "poor 
circulation." "insomnia," "catarrhal 
trouble," "neuritis." "rheumatism," 
"anemia"? No matter, even if he 
never 
discusses 
his 
symptoms 


with friend or stranger, unless he 
be blind and deaf he can scarcely 
remain within sight or sound of 
civilization and escape repeated 
suggestion of one or more reme- 
dies or cures for his complaint. 


The dumbness of the medical 


profession 
in regard 
to dealing 


with disease at its inception is 
evident in the circumstance that, 
among the dozen or more fields 
recognized in the profession as 
legitimate specialties prophylaxis 
or preventive medicine has not yet 
been accorded the dignity. If you 
elect to limit your practice to pre- 
ventive medicine you immediately 
place yourself beyond the pale or 
in the category of the lone wolf. 
So quaint is the attitude of the 
rank and file of the medical pro- 
fession that most practitioners of 
the day would raise an eyebrow at 
the physician who held himself out 
as a specialist in preventive medi- 
cine or prophylaxis exclusively. 


It is true that here and there 


physicians do practice pure pre- 
ventive medicine—physicians serv- 
ing as health officers, medical ex- 
aminers for various insurance cor- 
porations, medical workers in the 


alic acid are injurious for that rea- 
son.

Two years before he was admit- 
ed to the bar, Walter Scott lent 
his umbrella to a young woman 
who was about to leave the build- 
ing to go through a shower.

When he was 31 years old. Scott 


suffered an accident — a kick from 
a horse — which kept him indoors 
for two weeks. In this period he 
wrote the first part of a long 
poem, "The Lay of the Last Min- 
strel." 


After he grew well, he worked 


on the poem from time to time, 
and in three years it was published. 
As soon as it was off the press, it 
began to meet with success. The 
sales kept jumping from month to 
month. 


That success was followed by 


others. The poem "Marmion" was 
published, and later "The Lady of 
the Lake." 


Millions of boys and girls have j 


read "The Lady of the Lake" inj 
schooL In hundreds of cities it 
has been a standard study in the 
upper grades. In the seventh grade 
I learned some of the passages by 
heart The next summer several 
boys in my neighborhood gave a 
circus, and the fight between Rod- 
erick Dhu and FitzJames was one 
of the acts. I took the part of Rod- 
crick Dhu, who at that time was 
one of my heroes. 


In the year 1811 Scott bought 


a large tract of land beside the 
Tweed river, and there built what 
he at first called a "cottage." Later 
he kept building new rooms and 
new wings until it became a great 
mansion, large enough to 
hold 


scores of relatives and friends who 
came to visit him on special oc- 
casions.

Where It America to be Defended? 


Many speeches and newspaper 


articles, not to speak of party plat- 
forms, are appearing in which the 
underlying notion is that the Uni- 
ted States can defend itself by 
drawing a line on the map of the 
world and preparing to fight if this 
line is crossed. No sound policy can 
ever. I submit, be derived from the 
notion; on the realm of foreign af- 
fairs and national defense this man- 
ner of thinking is a dangerously 
misleading illusion. 
( 


It is the ancient illusion of the 


Chinese wall, behind 
which the 


Chinese people became vulnerable 
to all manner of aggression from 
essentially weaker peoples. It is the 
illusion of the Maginot line behind 
which French military power dis- 
integrated. 


This same illusion is rampant in 


the United States. We have asked 
ourselves whether our frontier was 
on the Rhine. Whether it is in the 
English channel and at Gibraltar. 
Whether it is three hundred miles 
at sea on the line drawn at the 
Panama conference 
last autumn. 


Whether Greenland is or is not in 
the "western hemisphere." Whether 
if Greenland 
is in the western 


hemisphere, Iceland though it is 
west of Greenland, is also in the 
western hemisphere. Whether if 30 
degrees west longitude is the boun- 
dary of the western hemisphere, 
those islands in the Azores which- 
are west of this line are in "Europe" 
or in "America." Whether if the in- 
ternational date line, 
180 v degrees 


west longitude, is the other boun-| 
dary of the hemisphere, Russia, 
which protrudes 
toward 
Alaska 


across this line, is in our hem- 
isphere. 
Frontier Is Placed 
At Various Points 


There are some who tell us that 


in effect our frontiers, where we 
must be prepared to fight aggres- 
sors, are on the beaches from Labra- 
dor and Alaska to Patagonia. They 
wish to repel invasion of those 
beaches. Others think this is too 
large an order. They wish to defend 
only the beaches from Canada to 
Venezuela. Colombia, and northern 
Brazil. There are others who wish 
to repel attack only when there is 
an invasion of American territory 
represented in the electoral college. 
'Ihe argument is confusing because 
the premise is a fallacy. The fallacy 
consists in forgetting that a nation 
does not defend geographical posi- 
tions. It defends itself against its 
enemies—against its potential ene- 
mies by diplomacy and military 
preparedness and against its actual 
enemies by striking them down. 


To announce solemnly where you 


will defend yourself is a military 
absurdity, and there is not a mili- 
tary leader of any competence in 
the world who does not think so. If 
the theory of the national defense 
is that the government must fix a 
line which it will not cross or per- 
mit others to cross, then, confront- 
ing a powerful and determined foe, 
such a government is already self-. 


defeated. It has given him the in- 
itiative. It has giveahlra the chance 
to strike when it suits him, to strike 
where it suits him, and to strike as 
often as* }t suits him. It .has denied 
itself'the right_to strike him down 
before he strikes. It has placed itself 
in the impossible position of de- 
fending itself on a hundred poten- 
tial battlefields to be chosen by the 
enemy rather tbanOf bringing him 
to battle on a battlefield chosen by 
lit 
- Under such conditions as these, a 
strong man can be .beaten by a 
much weaker one; under such rules 
as these, if 1 were sure Joe Louis 
would abide by them. I should be 
willing to enter the ring and fight 
Joe Louis. For consider the'rules 
otthe match which Joe Louis would 
be offering me; he would agree to 
stand backed up into a corner of the 
ring, his back to the ropes, a chalk 
line on the floor which neither his 
feet nor his fists may cross. That 
is Joe Louis's hemisphere. I shall 
have a comfortable bed, plenty of 
books to read, a radio and a phono- 
graph, and an electric switch by 
which I can turn on or off all the 
lights. I may also hire two or three 
other heavyweights to help me, 
none so good as Joe Louis. But to- 
gether we would be'a. strong squad. 


We shall then wait for 
hours, 


playing soft music to soothe him, 
letting him become tired standing 
on his feet, bored a'nd inattentive 


nothing happens, 


and -drops his guard, 


we shall kick him in thc stomach, 
in the shins, and in the jaw. This 
does not knock him out For Joe 
Louis is a tough fellow. But since 
he cannot cross the chalk line to 
come after us; we retire to our 
hemisphere until we are resjted.and 
he is more tired. Then in the dark 
we kick him again. After a while 
Joe Louis will be asking me for i 
terms of peace if he continues to j 
feel that out of respect for Senator.] 
Wheeler, he can defend himself only j 
by a purely defensive strategy. 


It is the greatest of all military j 


fallacies to be hypnotized by a geo- \ 
graphical position and to be divert-1 
ed from attending 
IQ. the armed' 


force of the enemy. For the United 
States the defense of the 
hem-; 


isphere, "the quarter sphere," or 
the 48 states all depend upon the 
same thing: the control of thc At- ] 
lantic ocean. If we and nations wej 
trust control the Atlantic ocean, we, 
can defend everything from Ice- j 
land to Patagonia. If we lose con- 
trol of the Atlantic ocean, we can 
no more defend Canada and the 
northern shore of Brazil than we 
can defend Uruguay and the south- 
ern part of Brazil. The question is 
not what we shall defend or where 
we shall defend it but whether thc 
Atlantic ocean is ruled by fleets 
which protect the Americas or by 
fleets which have designs against 
the Americas. 


If the only fleets arc fleets of the 


British and of our own there is no 


line that .needs to h* defeated be- 
cause there is no enemy that can 
get at us. If on. the other hand, there 
is • powerful and unfriendly fleet 
in this ocean, then the line of our 
defense will be wherever that fleet 
attempts to go. 


Therefore, if we defined our pol- 


icyv lucidly, we should declare that, 
as against Europe, our policy is to 
keep the Atlantic ocean under the 
control of ourselves and , of our 
friends, and trfat even if this con* 
.trol were impaired or lost, we 
should be bound to. struggle to re* 
gain it For if we cannot control the 
ocean, this hemisphere can be in- 
vaded as easily now as it was1 in- 
vaded by European armies in 1776, 
in 1812 and 1861/ 


The ocean, our isolationists to the 


contrary notwithstanding, has nev- 
er been a barrier to the invasion of 
this hemisphere or even of the ter- 
ritory of the United States. Yet, 
they cannot seem to remember, even 
when they are reminded of the facts, 
that crossing the ocean and invad- 
ing this hemisphere was the reg- 
ular practice from. 1492 until as re- 
cently as the invasion of Mexico by 
Napoleon >888's troops in 1861. - 


There ought to be some way of 


persuading' 
these 
gentlemen 
to 


study American history in order to 
correct the mischief caused by the 
ordinary American history teach- 
ing and American history text 
books. These are simply lamentable; 
they disregard 
crucial facts and 


suppress essential facts. For if it 
were nof for this historical misedu- 
i cation to which Americans have 


I been -subjected, it would be evi- 
jdent to all that thc defense of the 


I United States rests and has always 
i rested squarely upon thc control of 
the Atlantic ocean.
